WASHINGTON, May 2%.—Major-Gen- 
eral Pershing, who will lead the first 
American expeditionary force to Eu- 
rope, addressed the conference of the 
Red Cross today when plans were dis- 
cussed for raising $100,000;000, 

ein | drain that comes upon the 
French people reduces their power to 
fight and we must meet their aeficien- 
cies,”’ said the General. ‘“‘Therefore, it 
is our first duty to help them rehabili- 
tate themselves. We must help them in 
every way to relieve the drain upon 
their military resources. 

“Our people have not begun to realize 
that we are in this great war. It is 
very well to write newspaper editorials 
about it and talk about it on the plat- 
form, but it has not yet been impressed 
on the people out Wests I nave just 
come from Texas, where they say, ‘Oh, 
well, we haven't lost anybody. None of 
our vessels have been destroyed and 
we don’t really feel that we are at war.”’ 

Must Replace Men Killed. 

“I put the question to all such men, 
‘Do you realize that we must take the 
places of every man who is killed among 
the allies? That we must support their 
widows and orphans? If not, who is 
going to do it?) So you men here can 
do no greater work than to start this 
movement and bring them to the full 
realization of the very grave seriousness 
of this war and make them feel that we 
are in this to win and the probability is 
that our entering the war is going to be 
the deciding factor and the burden of 
the success is going ‘to rest on the 
United States.’’ 

Herbert C. Hoover told the conference 

he estimated the rehabilitation of North- 
ern France alone would cost about $1. 
500,000,000, 
“I made a rough estimate of the cost 
to rehabilitate one little parcel of popu- 
lation and for one year to give them 
the roughest kind of housing and the 
cheapest equipment would cost between 
$7,000,000 and $10,000,000," he said. 

Orphans of France a Problem. 
“Then, too, the orphans of France in- 
crease day by day. That service is one 
which probably touches more closely to 
us here than anything else. On the 
children of France rests absolutely the 
hope of France, for France is sacrificing 
her men on a pyre devoted to liberty 
and a pyre devoted to our protection. 
On these three problems the American 
people have an outlet for all their gener- 
osity and capacity of organization. 
“The problem of Belgium is much the 
Same as that of France, though of less 
dimensions.”’ 


BRAZIL PREPARES TO REVOKE 
NEUTRALITY AND POLICE SEA 


Confiscation of Interned German Ships 
Expected When Report on Sink- 
ing of Ship Is Received. 

RIO JANEIRO, May 2%.—According to 
the Jornal do Commercio, it was decid- 
ed at a meeting of the parliamentary and 
diplomatic commissions called yester- 
day by the Foreign Minister, to adopt 
the principle of revocation of Brazil's 
neutrality in the war between the Unit- 
ed States and Germany, and to police 
the South Atlantic with the Brazilian 

fieet. 

Tt is stated in official circles that Par- 
HNament will order the confiscation of all 
German shirs in Brazilian ports as 
soon as the official report of the in- 
quiry into the torpedoing of the Bra- 
zillan steamer Tijuca, made at Bor- 
deaux is received. 

Opening of all Brazilian ports to 
the war ships of the entente allies 
was advocated in the Chamber of 
Deputies Wednesday by Nilo Pecan- 
ha, the foreign minister, Antonio 
Bueno de Andrada, and several other 
members of parliament. Senor de 
Andrade declared that such a measure 
would be in the interest of Brazil, 


whose existence depended upon free- 
dom of the seas. 


A bill providing for revocation of the 
aecree of neutrality will be presentéd to 
the Chamber tomorrow. It is believed 
that the Chamber, whose tendencies tu 
enlarge the political horizon of Brasil 
have been more and more in evidence, 
“ill demand incorporation in this project 
of a clause giving wide powers to the 
Government.

AMERICAN TRANSPORT 
CORPS GOES 10 FRONT 


College Men Will Carry Muni- 
tions. to the Aisne 
Firing Line. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, 

GRAND HEADQUARTERS OF THE 
FRENCH ARMY IN FRANCE. May 4, 
—The first American combatant corps 
went to the front today under Capt. B. 
I. Tinkham and Lieut. Scully of Prince- 
ton. Capt. Tinkham won the war cross 
at Verdun. 

It was a proud moment when the 
first detachment of the American field 
service, consisting mainly of Cornell 
undergraduates, departed for the Aisne 
battlefield. They were armed with car- 
bines, attired in khaki uniforms and 
drove American five-ton motor cars. 
They will transport munitions to the 
firing line. As they left, the Stars and 
Stripes floating over the cantonment in 
an historic French forest, spread out in 
the breeze and other contingents cheered 
them on their way. Clarence Mackay 
presented the camp with the American 
flag which now flies beside the Tri- 
color. 

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press watched other American sections 
drilling in preparation for active partici- 
pation in the fighting. Among them were 
detachments from Andover, Dartmouth, 
Harvard, Johns Hopkins, Yale, Chicago 
and Williams colleges, while a large 
body from Princeton was awaiting or- 
ganization. 


French offigers and Lieut. J. W. Ost- 
heimer of Philadelphia; who won his 
rank in the French army, in which he 
enlisted at the outbreak of the war, 
have been appointed instructors of the 
Americans at the Central Training 
School. Some sections are drilled ac- 
cording,to the French method and oth- 
ers accofding to the American. 

All officers attached ot the corps ex- 
press the utmost satisfaction with the 
men,.who display readiness to perform 
any task. They are all strong, young, 
many of them civil engineers, and they 
show an adaptability to meet any cir- 
cumstances. Most of them intended to 
serve with the Aimerican ambulance, 
but selected the fighting corps after 
the United States decided to enter the 
war. 

They have all been wutacmebiin some 
of the hardships of campalgning, sleep- 
ing in tents in the forest encampment. 

The military fashion of taking meals 
in France has been somewhat changed 
to meet the requirements of the Amer- 
icans. Breakfast, which ts scanty for 
the Frenchmen, has- been augmented, 
and the hours of other repasts have been 
modified. A French officer of high: 
grade told the Associated Press corre- 
spondent that the arrival of the Amer- 
icans was greatly appreciated and that 
he was confident they would render an 
immense service to ihe allies.

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'U-BOATS CAN'T WIN WAR 


SAYS LLOYD GEORGE 


More Effective Blows Dealt in 
Last Week Than in Any Other 
Period, Premier Declares. 


LONDON, “May 2%.—Premier Lioyd 
George, oh AAnouncing in the House of 
Commons today that more effective 
blows had been dealt against submarines 
in the last three weeks than during any 

corresponding perioa of the war, paid a 
tribute to the assistance given by the 
American navy, saying: 

“We owe a very considerable debt of 
gratitude to the American people for the 
effective assistance they have renderec 
and the craft they have placed at our 
disposal. Now that the American nation 
is in the war, it is easier to make er- 
rangements for the protection of our 
mercantile marine than it was before.” 

The Premier’s statement on submarine 
warfare was altogether the most satis- 
factory heard in England in many 
months. “It is much more difficult,”’ ae 
said, “for me to give a public answer 
on this than on any other topic. It is 
very difficult for me to give information 
without. to a certain extent revealing 
things which we had better keep to our- 
selves. All I can say is that we are 
making substantial progress. 


“During the last three weeks or monta 
we have dealt more efficiently with sub- 
marines than during any corresponding 
period of the war. This is true of this 
week, as well as of the preceding weeks. 
There is no doubt the effect will te 
made manifest in a considerable reduc- 
tion of our shipping losses. 

“It ig true we are not through with 
the month of May, but if the ratio of 
Iceses during the last 2% days is not ex- 
ceeded then the reduction upon April | 
will be very considerable. Indeed, there 
does not seem to be any reason to an- 
ticipate any worse figures in the com- 
ing week. The arrangements made for 
Gealing with submarines Nave been in- 
creasingly efficient.”’ 

The Premier’s reference to American 
aesistance was loudly cheered. 

“There is a distinct Improvement in 
cur food prospects as the result of the 
improvement .in the submarine situa- 
tion,”’ said the Premier. “‘It is very dif- 
ficult, however, to give a favorable an- 
swer which would not be mischievous. 
If I were to say there is no danger of 
starvation of the people I would: be 
saying, ‘what's the good of cutting up 
our grass land, and what's the good of 
rationing.’ 

‘T say, after taking counsel with my 
advisers and after going into the figurea 
very carefully, that if the nation ecor- 
omizes and is not guilty of waste the 
submarine menace is not one that need 
cause us any fear that the war is going 
t» be lost for that reason.”’ 

“T see that today the Germans are 
depending mainly on submarine War- 
fare for success,’’ said Lioyd George. 
“All I can say is that if that is their 
main hope of success it is doomed to 
disappointment. I say it with a full 
sense of responsibility and on behalf of 
the Government. after full considera- 
tion of the whole facts. That does not 
mean that the people need not econ- 
omize, that farmers need not plow their 
lands. It means that if everyone does 
his duty the German hope of triumph 
in the war based oh submarines is the 
greatest miscalculation in the whole 
series of miscaiculations of that sated 
empire.

POLICE TO NOTIFY MEN 
TO REGISTER FOR DRAFT 


House-to-House Canvass to Be 
Made on Order by Acting 
Mayor Aloe. 


Policemen will make a Kouse-te-house 
canvass next Wednesday and Thursday, 
to notify all men from 21 to 8 years 
of age inclusive, to register June 5, 
under the requirements of the selective 
conscription act. 

Acting Mayor Aloe today issued an 
order for the police canvass. He said 
a list, supplied by the Election Board, 
showing the names of all votefs who 
were within the age limits at the time 
of the last registration, Feb. 15, would 
be supplied to the policemen. 

The policemen are to visit every house 
where a man within the age limit lives, 


rand are to make a full report of those 


located and notified, this report to be in 
the Mayor’s office Friday. 

The acting Mayor said he would issue 
tomorrow his proclamation declaring 
Registration day a public holiday, and 
asking for its general observance. 

Another order to the police was that 
one patrolman should be stationed at 
each of the 600 polling places on Regis- 
tration day. Another police canvass, fol- 
lowing the registration, to round up de- 
linquents, will be ordered if it is found 
necessary. 

M. E. Green, executive assistant in 
the registration work, sent notices to 
the superintendents of 37 St. Louis hos- 
pitals, public and private, that they will 
be required to make enrollment of all 
male patients within the age limits on 
registration day, and will be held legal- 
ly responsible for filling out and send- 
ing in blanks for them all. The ages 
of patients are a part of the records of 
all hospitals, and this fact will help the 
superintendent's work.

serious, according -to dispatches from 
various points. 

Yeniseisk, in Central Siberia, reports 
that during the 
houses were burned and that the pop- 
ulation is in a condition of panic. Men 
of various foreign nationalities, headed 
by anarchist leaders and escaped crim- 
inals, have overrun the district, the ad- 
vices state. The local Council of Work- 
men’s and Soldiers’ Deputies declared 
martial law and all public institutions 
and officiale are under the orders of a 
military dictator. 

A dispatch from Tsaritysm, in the 
Government of Saratov, says all au- 
thority has been overthrown in the 
city, which is completely in the hands 
of the peasants. 

Minister of War Kerensky, speak- 
ing at Helsingfors before starting on 
his tour of the front, referred to the 
military situation in Asia Minor, of 
which the official news quotes him 
as saying: 

“There is danger not only of losing 
Armenia, but possibly part of the Cau- 
casus."’ 

The soldiers levied a contribution of 
1,500,000 rubles ($750,000) for the increase 
of their pay and confiscated ships on 
the Volga. 

Latest reports from the Minsk Gov- 
ernment state that the agrarian disor- 
ders threaten complete ruin of agricul- 
ture there. The public organizations 
are doing their best to show the peas- 
ants the foolhardiness of their actions. 
In one district all the wine cellars were 
sacked and the militia found itself pow- 
erless to prevent drunken riots. 

Public organizations and committees 
are striving to stem the tide of anarchy 
which is sweeping many districts of 
Bessarabia. The Kishinev peasants 
have driven their cattle on to fields 
where grain was being reserved. Food 
conditions are particularly serious to 
this part of Russia. 

The Pskov District Committee has de- 
cided that all agricultural lands may be 
taken free of charge, and this has. re- 
suited in a general confiscation. 

In many cities the soldiers’ commit- 
tees, by taking prompt action, have suc- 
ceeded in anticipating revolts and in re- 
straining the impulse of the population 
towarG indiscriminate confiscation and 
all kinds of lawlessness. In others, how~- 
ever, the peasants, defying restraint, 
have burned or sacked and appropriat- 
ed Government and private properties 
and a general state of anarchy prevails.

Farris’ Publie Career Began When 
Page in House. 


Representative Farris’ legislative 
career began when he was a smal! 
boy. His father, the late John W, 
Farris, who was Speaker of the 
House, appointed him a page. Later 
he was a legislative clerk, and in 
1898 he was elected to the State Sen- 
ate from the Twenty-fourth District. 

He was re-elected in i802 and in 
1906 was elected a member of the 
House from Crawford County. He 
was re-elected to the House in 1910, 
having been out of the House one 
session. In 1912 he remaved to Rolla, 
where in 1914 he was elected to rep- 
resent Phelps County in the House, 
He was re-elected in 1916, 

Farris’ career in the Legislature 
has without doubt been the most 
brilliant of any member who has 
served within many years. He is 
rated as the State’s best orator. He 
is a rapid thinker, an untiring work- 
er and resourceful to a remarkable 
degree, possessing a power of leader- 
ship. 

In the last Legislature he was the 
unanimous choice of the Democrats 
in the house for floor leader, and he 
never failed in an effort to force the 
Democrats to follow his leadership 
in matters of legislation. 

He forced the Gardner administra- 
tion's legislative program through the 
House in spite of the almost unanimous 
opposition of the Republicans to some 
of it, and the strong opposition of Deme 
ocratic members. After the Legislature 
the Governor gave much of the credit 
for the success of his measures to Far- 
ris, and during and since the Legisla- 
ture the Governor frequently consult- 
ed him regarding appointments and 
other State matters. ‘ | 

Farris always has been allied with 
the combine interests in the Legisla- 
ture, the organizations formed each ses- 
sion by a few members to control leg- 
islation. His early career in the Sen- 
ate was clouded by an indictment in 1903 
in thes alum baking powder scandal, 
charging him with having accepted a 
bribe of $1000. 

His first trial resulted in a failure of 
the jury to agree, and the case was 
taken on a change of venue to Maries 
County, where later it was dismissed. 
He was reindicted In 1905, however, ana 
was acquitted at a trial presided over 
by Judge Sam Davis of Marshall. 

Farris is 49 years old. He was born 
at Lebanon, Mo., and has resided in 
the State all his life.

The recent decision of the Missouri 


Supreme Court in the Clay County road 
bond issue case, in which it was held 
that money derived from the sale of 
bonds could be used for building con- 
necting links of roads through incorpor- 
ated towns, will be presented to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States by at- 
térneys for 8t. Louis County, as the 
basis for a demand for the dismigsal of 
the suit filed by Thomas K. Skinker, the 
sole opponent of St. Louis County's 
$3,000,000 bond issue. 

The latest decision of the Missouri 
Supreme Court knocks out the principal 
grounds of the Skinker suit, and the at- 
torneys for the county believe that when 
it is brought to the attention of the 
United States Supreme Court, the Skink- 
er suit will be dismissed. It is thought 
probable also that Skinker, in the light 
of this decision, will withdraw his suit, 
to avoid further delays and expense. 
Those interested tn haying the St. Louis 
County bond case cleared up have not 
given up hope that he will voluntarily 
withdraw his sult. e 

Edward M. Flesh, president of the St. 
Louis County Good Reads Association. 
which has been active in defending the 
bond issue against litigation, said today 
that the attorneys for the county would 
lay the decision before the Supreme 
Court of the United States as early as 
possible. 


Basis of Court’s Reling, 
The full text of the Missouri Suprem >} 


Court’s decision, received by the Post: 
Dispatch today, shows that the court 
intends to leave no doubt whatever as 
to the right to use a vortion of the 
proceeds of bond issues for building 
roads through incorporated towns. In 
Clay County plats were prepared by the 
County Court, showing the links of road 
to be .constructed in the incorporated 
towns. 

In discussing this point, the Court, ina 
decision by Judge Fred Williams, said: 

‘‘Was it the purpose and intent of the 
‘constitutional amendment and the sub- 
sequent legislative enactments, in en- 
abling the raising of such large funds 
for the purpose of building an improved 
ecunty system of eonnected modern 
roads, to provide only. for improving ru- 
ral roads and to make no provision for 
providing funds for insuring an equally 
good improvement upon those small con- 
necting links of roads lying within the 
incorporated tewns or cities along the 
reutes of those cross-country roads? 
“Or was it the intention that pro- 
vision should be made for raising 
funds for raising a uniform connect- 
ed system of improved highways so 
that the same might (if condition re- 
quired) be made free from _ small 
stretches of mud holes or unimproved 
roadways where the same passed 
through such towns of cities? That 
the latter intention is certainly con- 
sitent wih the purpose sough to be 
subserved is, we think, very appar- 
ent, 

“To hold otherwise would be to ap- 
ply retrogressive construction to pro- 
gressive legislation, 

Should Keep Iater+ in Mind, 

‘Courts cannot make laws, neither 
should they unmake them; but whenever 
permissible and consistent with sound 
rules of construction should allow that 
construction which is in keeping with 
the purpose sought to be obtained and 
not inconsistent with the progress of the 
times.

PARIS, May 2%.—A decision to intro- 
duce meat cards at an early date is un- 
derstood to have been reached at a con- 
ference just held by Premier Ribot, 
Louis J. Malvy, Minister of the Interior, 
and Maurice Viollette, MinistSr of Sub- 

sistence. 

Maximum prices will be fixed to pre- 
vent hoarding and “Speculation, and se- 
vere penalties will be inflicted on all 
acts tending to hinder fair distribution 
of meat among consumers. 

The meat card wil! give the right not 
to obtain a fixed quantity but to buy 
for a certain sum. iy 
Minister Violette, in, the Chamber of 
Deputies, said it was necessary to de- 
prive the civilian population of 15 per 
cent of its ordinary meat consumption in 
order to assure the army of 52,000 head 
of cattle a month.

The wording of the new section con- 
fines prohibited publication exclusively 
to military information and retains the 
provision that a jury shall decide 
whether published information is useful 
to the enemy. It is considered a much 
more liberal section than others pre- 
viously proposed by the administration 

The conferees also agreed on the Ser- 
ate amendment to empower the Presi- 
dent to declare export embargvues. It is 
designed to prevent shipments of sup- 
plies to Germany through neutrals. The 
agreements will be formally presented 
tomorrow. 

The text of the section as now pre- 
sented to Congress follows: 

“When the United States is at war, 
the publishing wilfully of information 
with respect to the movement, numbers.

tended for the fortification or defense 
of any. place, which information is or 
may, be useful to the enemy, is hereby 
prohibited, and the President may, 
from time to time, by procilama- 
tion, declare the character of such above 
described information which is or may 
be useful to the enemy, and in any 
prosecution hereunder the jury trying 
the cause shall determine, not only 
whether the defendant did wilfully pub- 
lish such information as set out in the 
indictment, but also whether such infor- 
mation was of such character a8 was Jr 
might have been useful to the enemy: 
provided that nothing in this section 
shall be construed to limit or restrict 
any discussion, comment of criticism of 
the acts or policies of the Government 
or its representatives, or the publication 
of the same. 

“Whoever violates this section shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished by 
a fine of not more than $10,000 or by 
imprisonment for not more than five 
years, or both.”’

Smash Everything in Prescribed Radius, 
Witnessed by Post-Dispatch Man. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Disvatch and New York World. 
PARIS, May 2%.—American newspaper 
correspondents Tuesday saw for the first 
time the fruits of the great French of- 
fensive unleashed between, Soissons and 
Rheime on April 16. Wh traversing 
the new French line alo the 25-mile 
front the party arrived at Craonne half 
an hour before Chevreaux, a mile to 
the northeast, was attacked by the 

French. 

From an observation point three kilo- 
meters (less than two miles) in the rear, 
on a high knoll overlooking the plain 
and town of Ville-aux-bois, the party 
stood with the General in command of 
that particular army and saw the at- 
tack. 


As the party approached Craonne—the 
automobile following a road parallel to 
the Chemin-des-Dames, where fierce 
fighting was still going on for the Cali- 
fornie and Vauclerc plateau, the rumble 
of a heavier bombardment further east 
became apparent. Not a single second 
ticked off the watch unaccompanied by 
the sound of a bursting shell. Making 
their way to the observation point, the 
correspondents were told that half 
an hour—at 4:30 o’clock—an attack would 
be made against the Chevreux defenses.

A stern hush of repressed excitement 
fell upon'‘the numerous French soldiers 
in the vicinity, resting after their duty 
in the trenches. During the ordinary 
bombardment, they had gone about 
working and playing, unheeding the 
cannona@, but, when the drum fire 
marking the attack began all stopped 
whatever they had been doing and hud- 
dled together in clusters, their eyes 
glued on the smudge showing where 
their comrades were storming the Ger- 
man lines at Chevreux. 

Many had relatives, and all had 
friends, in the inferno across the smil- 
ing green valley—for, curiously enough, 
only isolated spots like Craonne, Chev- 
feux, the Chemin des Dames and Berry - 
Au-Bac exhibited signs of the tremen- 
dous bombardments they hati endured, 
and even the small woods which had 
been shelled hour after hour still wore 
profuse green foliage. 

The annihilating drum fire was still 
raining down when the correspondents 
left to see the French batteries de- 
vastating Brimont, where the Krupp 
guns which bombard Rheims are 
mounted. Officers at the Chevreux ob- 
servation post stated that they could 
tell, by the shifting lines of shell ex- 
plosions, that the French made certain 
progress, a8 well as by the German ar- 
tillery barrage moving up across the

The most impressive idea gained 
from the visit is that no price was too

No matter what price the French 
paid, they assuredly did not lose 30,-

Despite the German claim of un- 
equaled French losses, the corres- 
pondents found the army's morale 
high—the surest proof that the men 
were being properly cared for—and 
great exuberance among the officers 
over the entry of the United States 
into the war. 

Coples of President Wilson's 
speech, printed in German, scattered 
inside the enemy lines by aviators, 
adorned the quarters of many offi- 
cers as souvenirs. One officer's copy 
was creased and dirty, but he ex- 
plained he had purchased it as a 
souvenir from a German prisoner 
captured Sunday, whom he interro- 
gated. 

It was a gladdening sight for the 
correspondents tuo see the Stars and 
Stripes behind the front. Since the 
war was declared the American am- 
bulance section and Red Cross units 
and other numerous American  or- 
ganizations represented at the front 
have been displaying Old Glory.

FORMER TELEGRAPHERS WANTED 


to Serve Commercial Com- 
Military 


Asked

NEW YORK, May 2.—In order to 
meet the demand for telegraphers for 
the army and at the same time not ham- 
per the commercial telegraph companies, 
Maj. Carl F. Hartmann, signal officer of 
the Eastern district, today issued an ap- 
peal to the thousands of former teles- 
raphers, men and women, to report for 
temporary service at some point where 
an operator eligible for active military 
duty may be released for the Signal 
Corps Reserves. The reserve needs 3000 
men, including telegraphers, telephone 
switchboard operators, linemen, elec- 
triclans, mechanics and cooks. 

Maj. Hartmann believes that there are 
thousands of former telegraph opera- 
tors who have retired from the telegraph 
field and who are ineligible for military 
duty, but who could fill the demand for 
commercial and press operators. 

Went With Perry te Japan. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—John Canavan, 
who was said to be the last surviving 
member of the Perry expedition to Japan 
in 182, died Wednesday at his home at 
Woodhaven, N. Y., at the age of 82.’ He 
served under Commodore Perry as an 
able seaman,

The murder was exposed through a 
mysterious telegram signed “K. Ad- 
ams” sent to Percy Peck at Grand 
Rapids, brother of Dr. Watt's wife, 
suggesting an autopsy on John E.

The au- 
thorities took up the case and an 
autopsy showed Peck had died from 
arsenic poisoning. 

Dr. Waite confessed to the Dis- 
trict-Attorney that he had bought 
arsenic three days before the death 
of his father-in-law on March 12, but 
said he had done so on request of the 
elderly man, who told him he wished 
to kill himself, being despondent over 
the death of his wife, who died on 
Jan. 30, soon after she had arrived 
at. Dr. Watie’s home here. To bear 
out this statement Dr. Waite tried to 
bribe a former negro servant to testi- 
fy that she knew of a desire on 
Peck’s part to kill himself. 

As the evidence against him began 
to accumulate Dr. Waite made an 
unsuccessful “attempt to kill himself 
by taking an overdose of drugs. For 
several days he lay in a stupcer hover- 
ing between life and death. 

It was brought out at the trial that 
a few hours after Dr. Waite married 
Miss Clara Peck he complained to her 
about the money settlement made on 
him. He had been promised $60.90, but 
his wife’s father, instead of giving him 
a lump sum, provided payments of $300 
monthly. Arriving in this city the cou- 
ple found awaiting them an expensive- 
ly furnished apartment, a gift from 
Peck. A gift of $3000 was received from 
a’ maiden aunt of Mrs. Waite, a Miss 
Peck, who lived at a hotel here. Dr. 
Waite urged Miss Peck to give him more 
money and subsequently the dentist got 
$30,000 from her, which he said he would 
invest. 

Sept. 26, 1914, Dr. Waite invited his 
father-in-law to come from Grand Rap- 
fda to live with him here, and a few 
days afterward the dentist began a study 
of deadly germ diseases. He visited a 
specialist on bacteriology and bought 
many books on the subject. About this 
time Dr. Waite met Margaret Horton, 
afterward known as his “studio com- 
panion,” -and on Jan, 10, when Mrs. 
Waite’s parents arrived in this city. Dr. 
Waite and Mrs. Horton registered at a 
fashionable hotel as “W. A. Walters 
and wife.” 

Dr. Waite obtained the arsenic on pre- 
tense that he wanted it to “kill cats” 
and, on the night his father-in-law Med 
he sent a telegram in his wife's name 
t: her brother in Grand Rapids prepar- 
ing him for hia father’s death He 
made the announcement of Peck's death, 
undertook arrangements for embalming 
the body and urged its cremation. Dr. 
Waite did not attend the funeral after 
the body had been shipped to Grand 
Rapids for burial, excusing his absence 
om pretense of having to perform an op- 
eration in New York, although he never 
was a surgeon. 

The state charged that Dr. Waite of- 
fered $0000 to the undertaker who had 
embalmed the body If he would prepare 
a mixture containing arsenic and declare 
it had been used in embalming the body. 

Dr. Watte received the sentence of 
death with unconcern. Before he was 
condemned to death he said in court: 
“I only wish I had more than one body 
te give and I hope that my soul may go 
on and serve hereafter those whom J 
have injured.” 
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Population Repatriated After Last 
Harvest, but Not Under Pressure of 
Wilson and Pope. 
AMSTERDAM, May %3%.—An official 
statement has been issued in. Berlin in 
regard to United States Ambassador 
Gerard's declaration tha& the inhabitants 
of Lille were deported from the ec'ty in 
April and. May of last year and made to 
work on land for the German army and 
the German civil population. The state- 

ment says: 

“The population of the German home 
land did not share in the corn harvest 
of occupied territory and the inhabitants , 
of occupied Northern France swlely ben- 
efited therefrom. Stocks used in fee:line 
German soldiers were replaced by simi- 
lar quantities taken from Germany.” 

The report says that the population of 
Lille was not repatriated under pressurs 
of the Pope, the Spanish King and Pres- 
ident Wilson, but because the inhabit- 
ants had been promised that they w ‘uld 
be sent back home when the harvest 
was finished.

Big Gas Bag Donated by A. B. Lam- 
bert te Be Used in Training 
Pilots for Army. 

Daily flights will be made from Mera- 
mec Park, Grand avenue and Meramec 
street, in the balloon ‘‘Old Glory,’’ which 
Albert Bond Lambert has given to the 
Missouri Aeronautical Reserve Corps. 
The time of flight is from 4 to 5 p. m., 
end the passengers are members of thé 
Reserve Corps, in training for military 
balloon pilots. 

The balloon is one of the largest ever 
used in St. Louis, with a capacity of 
50,000 cubic feet, and can carry eight 
persons.

PARIS, May 25.—While M. Viviani and 
Marshal Joffre feel it is not necessary to 
make a formal statement, at least until 
they have reported to Premier Ribot, I 
am authorized to express their complete 
satisfaction with every phase of the 
nussion's visit to the United States.

The chief of the mission will 
tell his colleagues in the French Cabi- 
net that Washington is no less keen than 
Paris to bring every atcm of America’s 
strength to bear upon the business "iE 
hastening victory. 
Joffre’s Proposals Accepted. 

Proposals of a military nature ad- 
vanced by Marshal Joffre at the request 
of the War Department were accepted 
in their entirety, although it was found 
impossible to enter upon certain points 
immediately, owing chiefly to the ship- 
ping problem. No vast stream of Amer- 
ican troops is likely to flow across the 
Atlantic in the near future, because that 
rright mean dislocation of the allies’ 
r.aritime transportation system. ‘How- 
ever, an American contingent, number- 
ing more men than the average Ger- 
man division, will appear on French 
soil long before such an event would 
have been deemed possible of accom- 
plishment. Its commander, Gen. Persh- 
ing, will be in Paris soon. His men will 
not be far behind him. Before their ar- 
rival Marshal Joffre and his staff will 
have completed arrangements for their 
é'isembBarkation and —— by rail to 
training camps prepare@ for them near 
the front. They should be ready for the 
trenches in a few weeks from the day 
they reach France. 

A comprehensive program, covering 
every detail of the plans made by the 
Marshal and the American military ay- 
thorities, was drawn up and ratified by 
President Wilson on the mission’s re- 
turn from its tour of the country. Its 


scope, doubtless, will be extended from [ 


time to time as new armies are rounded 
into shape in the United States. Mar- 
shal Joffre is confident the United States 

will move faster than Great Britain did 
iy the first months of the war. 

As an instance of thé co-operative spirit 
built Up by the Marshal’s activities at 
Washington, I may cite the fact that it 
is agreed the American divisions will go 
to the firing line organized after the 
fashion found most practical by the 
FPrench—that is, they will be 12,000 men 
to a division instead of some 20,000, and 
the auxiliary services will be grouped 
as they are in the French divisionary 
units. A division will be composed of 
two brigades. 

France to Supply “Materials.” 

What the French call ‘material’’— 
artillery, wagon trains, motor trucks and 
drivers, all the technical corps that go 
to make up a combatant body, will be 
supplied by the French for the present. 
But eventually, by next spring at latest, 
Marshal Joffre hopes to see an Amer- 
ican expeditionary force, several hun- 
dred thousand strong, as complete in 
every detail as the present British army, 
taking its place in the battle front in 
France. 

There may be a slight lull after the 
arrival of the first Ameriean effectives 
in order to give time to insure the ade- 
quate arrangement of transport facil- 
ities. The transport problem, one of the 
gravest all over the world today, is en- 
gaging the earnest attention of French 
experts like Lieut. Alfred Lindebom, 
who, remained in New York after the 
mission's departure to consult further 
with American shipping officials and 
tteamship companies. It is likely that | 
Admiral Chocheprat, who expects to 
have an important apnference with Rear 
Admiral Sims in Paris in the course of a 
few days, will be asked to further ad- 
vise both the French and American 
Governments in this respect. 

The Admiral is delighted with the 
strenuous activities of the Navy. De- 
partment at Washington and lavishes 
praise on Secretary Dan.eis, Assistant 
Secretary Roosevelt and Admirals Ben- 
sdn and Mayo. He is somewhat dis- 
appointed, however, at the delay in as- 
rembling a fleet of small craft for sub- 
marine chasing, caused by the Amer- 
ican navy's lack of power to requisi- 
‘lon such craft. The French Ministex 
of Marine had hoped that considerable 
numbers of mctor boats, yachts an: 
tues would get under way immediatety 
to join in the U-boat hunt, and Ad- 
miral Chocheprat’s report must “ause 
consicerablé istllusfonment in this con. 
nection. 


Requisition in Law Needed, 
Beyond a few yachts sold to the Gov- 


ernment by their patriotic owners for 
$1 each, boats were offered only at ex- 
orbitant prices, reaching triple and 
quadruple their cost, and the Navy De- 
partment discovered, even while the 
French mission was in Washington, 
that a real fleet of marine chasers 
could not be got together unt!l a requl- 
sition law was passed by Congress. Aa 
miral Chocheprat is therefore obliged to 
inform Minister of Marine lLacase that 
it will be some weeks before the United 
States begins to participate, to any ex 
tent, in the patrol against submarines. 
Meanwhilo the Admiral acknowledges 
with the deepest satisfaction the Amer- 


ers, many of which already are operat- 
ing with French and British destroyers 
in waters about England and France 
Any delay in the passage of a bill etv- 
ing the American Government power 
to requisition ships would be extremely 
irksome from the French point of view.

What we need now more than anything else in 
solving the question of food control and business 


The last things we want are paralyzing fear and 
obstructive interference. 

We need stimulation, not depression; direction, 
not disruption; promotion, not paralysis. 

The people of the United States are capable 
of meeting every problem of the war. They have 
the energy, the capacity and the resources to raise 
the money, men, munitions and food needed to 
win the war. They are willing to do it and will 
accomplish more with free action under wise sug- 
gestion and co-operation than under arbitrary 
direction and rigid regulation. The initiative of 
an energetic people is better than the initiative 
of any one man. The free energies of a great peo- 
ple under wise guidance will accomplish more 
than can possible be accomplished under an auto- 
cratic bureaucracy. We must give the forces of 
a free, progressive people the play necessary to 
develop ‘their most fruitful activities. Nobody 
has spoken more eloquently and convincingly of 
the necessity of freedom of action for the Amer- 
ican business men than President Wilson. ~~ 

We have certain evils to combat. Waste must 
be reduced, greed must be restrained, food con- 
tro] should be directed wholly to stimulating 
production and so regulating distribution that

We need economy, but not par- 
simony. . 

' While industry should be directed toward the 
best channels, there should not be disruption and 
destruction of any kind of legitimate business, 
nor arbitrary rulings which radically change the 
habits and modes of life of the people. 

The advice of extremists to wear calico and 
cut out everything but the bare necessaries of 
life is as bad as the advice of prohibitionists to 
close all the breweries, distilleries and wine 
presses.

Before such extreme measures, working wide- 
spread hardship and depression, are resorted to 
we should have clear proof of necessity. Let us 
first eliminate waste and have full information 
of supply and demand. 

We want sobriety, but we want above all tem- 
perance in- everything. 

Let us go into the war—great as our under- 
taking is—cheerfully and confidently with fly- 
ing colors. Let us be willing to sacrifice every- 
thing for success, but let us try to conserve all 
that is possible and all that is good in our indus- 
trial activities and our modes of life. 

The worst way to stimulate the people to great 
effort, to induce them to invest vast sums in war 
loans and war expenses is to threaten them with 
the destruction of business and with radical, 
arbitrary restrictions.

GRAND JURY’S GOOD START. 

The grand,jury investigating the police salary 
scandal has indicted not only a member of the 
force identified with the raising of a corruption 
fund, but a leading Representative supposed to 
have exerted a large influence in shaping the 
legislation of the late session. . 

The disposition of the grand jury to make their 
inquiry searching and thorough and fearlessly 
and disinterestedly to follow the trail of facts to 
the higher-up field of action is gratifying.

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OBJECT LESSON IN BANERUPTOY. 

The properties of the E. G. Lewis corporations, 
which became insolvent in 1911, were appraised at 
$1,176,003, From the sale of these assets the net 
sum of $698,887 was obtained. 

A report filed in the Federal Court shows that 
of this $698,887. only $372,999 has been paid or will 
be paid to the creditors. Administration of the 
assets in’ bankruptcy has cost $325,887. The re- 
ceiver has been paid $40,498. Lawyers have been 
given $57,100. Master and referee fees amounted 
to $15,456. For taxes, pay of clerical help, apprais- 
ers and other expenses of management a total of 
$212,836 has been spent. 

What is to be said of the Federal bankruptcy 
system which permits almost 50 per cent of the net 
proceeds from assets to be devoted to settling the 
affairs of an insolvent, leaying only a little more 
than 50 per cent for the payment of just debts? 
Should courts approve cost bills embodying so 
much of obvious waste? We have seen during the 
past year men awarded absurdly large sums for 
a few minutes’ perfunctory work presiding under 
the order of the court at prearranged sales of 
bankrupt railroads.

The fine, spirited flavor, the legal profundity, 
the general erudition of Associate City Counselor 
Griffin's defense of the Missouri chicken make 
it a document of unusual interest, Holding that 
the chicken has an inalienable right to seratch 
in all gardens from which it is not fenced out by 
the owner of the garden, he reminds us that \iv- 
ing is high and garden sass scarce.

The British convict ship, lying at the 
foot of Olive street, will be exclusively 
in the service of the Post-Dispatch Pure 
Milk and Free Ice Fund. The entire re- 
ceipts from admissions to the vessel are 
te go to that philanthropic enterprise, 
Capt. D. H. Smith, its commander, bear- 
ing the full weight of his _fixed expenge. 

Towed up the Mississippi River from

VANDERLIP PREDICTS RECORD - 
ACTIVITY IN INDUSTRIES 


Banker Declares, However, That It Is 
Unpatriotic to Buy Anything 
but Necessities. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Frank A. 
Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Bank of New York, addressing 
Cabinet members and editors of en- 
gineering publications at a confer- 
ence here today, said it was unpa- 
triotic to spend money for anything 

but necessities now. 

“This war must be fought on the 
savings of the future,” he said. “The 
whole answer is in expansion of 
banking credits. We must borrow in 
advance of our saving and liquidate 
aS we save. This applies to all, mil- 
lionaire and employe alike. 

“We are about to sce the greatest 
industrial activity the country ever 
has known. We will see the most 
intense activity and the biggest wage 
scales but it will be in the business 
of war. We will throw no one out of 
employment but into a situation where 
two men are needed instead of one. 
Men engaged in producing luxuries 
should cease at once as a patriotic 
act.” 


BISHOP TUTTLE TO NAME TWO 
PROVINCIAL SYNOD DELEGATES 


Missourl Diocese in Deadlock After 
Eight Are Chosen, Although 
Thirty Ballots Are Taken. 
Bishop Tuttle will appoint two of the 10 
delegates from the diocese of Missouri 
to the Protestant Episcopal provincial 
synod in Oklahoma City next January. 
In yesterday's diocesan meeting at 
Christ Church Cathedral the delegates 
were able to elect only eight of the dele- 
gates, four of .these being clergymen 
and four laymen. Thirty ballots were 
taken in the vain attempt to elect the 
other two. The Rev. J. H. Lever, one 
of the candidates, was opposed because 
he had voted, the day before, against a 
resolution pledging support to President 
Wilson in prosecuting the war. He is 
a Soctalist.

__ Employed to Supplant Cotton 
‘and Woolg Which Are Al- 
most Unobtainable. 


ARMY HAS DIFFICULTIES 


‘Scarcity of Sole Leather Causes 
‘Substitution of Wood, Which 
Is Unsatisfactory. 


Hy a Staff Correspondent of the Asso- 
wtated Press Just Keturned From 
Vienna. 

NEW YORK, May %.—To the many 
cares of the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
fient has been added an ever-increasing 
difficulty to clothe and shoe its men 
in-the field. For many months the 
greatest economy has been practiced in 
the army supply departments, but this 
has not in any way lessened the task 
of providing several millions of men at 
the front and in training depots with 
the equipment needed. 

Not the smallest rag has been wasted 
in Austria-Hungary since the outbreak 
ofthe war. Old uniforms were gonvert- 
ed into new cloth by adding to the older 
fiber enough new cotton or woo! to give 
the fabric reasondble wearing qualities. 
Hach reusing of the material lessened 
ite strength, however, so that ultimate- 
ly it had to be discarded. With im- 
ports of wool out of the question, the 
country’s scant reserve had to be used 
up. 

For a while some wool was obtained 
in the Balkans and in Turkey. The Ger- 
trans, however, bought in the same mar- 
ket and the surplus held in Bulgaria and 
Anatolia wae soon used up. 

Fiber for Clothing. 

This led to thé development of the 
fiber industry in the central states. The 
experiments made with paper, nettle and 
other“plant fibers were in many cases 
successful, but fell short of producing a 
cloth suitable for winter wear. A sort 
of duck, suitable for summer uniforms, 
Was won from the nettle fiber, however. 
A combination of nettle yarn and paper 
yarn, treated to resist water, is now 
made into uniform overcoats. The coats 
are both warm and waterproof, but 
lack the wearing qualities of all-wool 
fabric. 

While Austria-Hungary was an e6x- 
yorter of shoes and leather articles be- 
fore the war, it also imported much 
leather, especially the sort needed for 
soles. The scarcity of leather in the 
monarchy is a question of sole leather 
entirely. — 

Tfforts made to produce good sole 
Jeather in Austria-Hungary have not 
been very successful. In addition to the 
hides obtained locally being somewhat 
unsuited, the tanning processes em- 


ployed do not appear to give the quality 


eAlled for in army shoes. Substitutes 
have been used, but finally it Was found 
that soles made of wood were the next 
best thing to leather. The men do not 
like them, because the wooden soles do 
rrot bend and they tire the feet. This 
Was led to the removing of shoes and 
(ther leather equipment of the dead on 
the battlefield, against which there ex+ 
sted a deep and universal prejudice up 
to last winter. 
ai Sweeping Economy Forced. 
"During the first year of the war the 
Austro-Hungarian Government did 
éverything possible te make the men in 
the trenches comfortable by the gen- 
#rous issuance of clothing, shoes and 
“tood. To the slight retrenchments made 
later sweeping economy measures had 
to be added, which recently were ex- 
tended also to the rations. The allow- 
ance of bread was reduced by about 
Krammes and a little more meat was 
Biven instead. At about the same time, 
come of the nieatiess days was abolished 
‘yy the Government, not because there 
was a plertitude of cattle, but for the 
rerson that the supply of breadstuffs 
had run low and more hides were need- 
ed to provide shoes for the army. 
Meanwhile the stores of leather had 
run 80 low that the Government was 
ebliged, towards the middie of April, ‘o 
Texulate the sale of shoes to the civil- 
ai population. 
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MILLIKEN MAUSOLEUM 


PLANS SUIT ON TRIAL 


Architect Seeks to Collect $1670 
for Work for Which Defend- 
ant Denies Liability. 


the suit of William H. Gruen, archi- 
tect, against John T, Milliken of 1150 
Belt avenue, a millionaire chemist, for 
$1670.65 for plans drawn for a mausoleuin 
of white granite in Bellefontaine Cem- 
etery, is on trial today in Judge Cal- 
houn'’s court. 

Gruen alleges in his petition that Mil- 
liken employed him in January, 1914, 
to draw plans for the mausoleum, that 
he worked on it until! March $81, 1914; 
that. the lowest bid for the erection of 
the mausoleum as planned was $35,000, 
and that he is entitled to 5 per cent, 
which would be $1770.65, but he received 
$100 on account, which brought it down 
that much. Milliken’s answer is as de- 
nial of lability. 

The architect testified Milliken was in 
a hurry for the mausoleum and it was 
necessary to work a force night and day 
on the plans and he had to borrow $800 
te pay his assistants. Conferences were 
held from time to time and when the 
plan was completed Gruen had a water 
color made to be shown to Mrs. Milliken. 
Later Milliken told him fhat both were 
satisfied. But the war came on, the 
architect explained, and Milliken said 
he would wait until it was over. In No- 
vember, 1915, Gruen learned that Milli- 
ken was going to have a ‘‘stock’’ mauso- 
leum put up. , 

William R. Gentry, attorney for Milli 
ken, in his opening satement said 
Gruen. who was doing some other work 
for Milliken, saw him one day looking 
at some mausoleum designs in « cata 
logue and wanted to show Milliken 
what he could do in that line. Milliken 
permitted him to go ahead, but did not 
authorize him to draw plans, the at- 
torney declared. There was a contro- 
versy, the lawyer said, about payment 
for this and other work and on Dec. 10. 
1915, Milliken gave Gruen a check for 
$1550 in payment of all demands to date

WOMEN ADVISE USE OF 
“WILD FOOD” IN ENGLAND 


Begin Country-Wide Campaign te 
Advocate Economy and Use of 
Neglected Resources. 

LONDON, May %.—Women food ex- 
perts have started a country-wide cam- 
paign to teach British housewives what 
food economy means and how to fuse the 
neglected recources in England's ‘‘wild 
food.”’ The women have started a cam- 
paign after the fashion of an electioneer- 
ing tour in the United States. They are 
making speeches in theaters, public halls 
and from soap boxes on street corners. 

The possibilities of ‘‘wild food” are de- 
clared by one expert to be so great that 
country people and the inhabitants of 
small towns can supply two-thirds ¢6* 
their needs for at least three-quartere of 
the year from the fields, woods and 
streams of their immediate neighbor- 
hood. This expert declares that there 
are. more than 260 kinds of food in the 


British Isles which nature produces un-}, 


assisted. They include birds and their 
eggs, edible frogs, fishes, mollusks, some 
insects and insect products, such as the 
honey of half a dozen species of wild 
bees, various crustaceans, more than 
30 vegetables, sdlad plants and herbs, 
the same number of flowers and fruits, 
seven species of seaweeds and nearly 
50 esculent fungi. 

The campaign is under the direction 
of Mrs. C. B. Peel and Mrs. Pember 
Reeves, directors of the women’s servica 
in the Ministry of Food. The speakers 
are picked volunteers and are given’: pe- 
cial instructions before starting on tour.

IN KANSAS CITY NEXT

Inquiry Begun Here to Be Taken 

Up There Monday and Re- 
sumed Here on Friday. 


The hearing begun here last Tues- 
day by Attorney-General McAllister 
before Special Commissioner Revelle 
to determine whether prices of print 
paper are unduly high as a result of 
agreement Letween manufacturers 
land wholesale dealers, was adjourned 
yesterday to be resumed in Kansas 
City, Monday. 

Officers of the Graham and Missis- 
sippi Valley Paper companies weré 
given until next Friday to prepare 
tables of price quotations, quantities 
shipped to customers and the names 
of the latter, which are to be used 
by the State to determine whether 
uniform prices were quoted to all. 
The hearing will be resumed here in 
the Planters Hotel on that day. — 

At yesterday’s hearing J. Howard 
Tompkins, secretary and manager of 
the Mississippi Valley Paper Co., 
which is a branch of the J. F. Butler 
Paper Co. of Chicago, testified his 
company was organized for the pur- 
pose of handling part of the business 
of the Butler company in Missouri. 

He said the Butler company held 
40 per cent of the company’s stock, 
and audited the books once a year. 
He said the Butlers were also inter- 
ested in the Missouri Interstate Pa- 
per Co. of Kansas City, and that the 
latter company had an agreement 
with the company he represented as 
to territory. 

He declared neither sold in the 
territory of the other, which was true 
of all Butler companies. He declared 
his company did not confer with the 
Kansas City company about prices, 
although it had an understanding to 
maintain about the same profit. He 
said this profit was about 20 per cent 
gross on small business, but when 
sales were made direct from the mill 
the profit was about 6 per cent. 


GERMAN PRINCE FAILS TO 
GET FEUDAL LAW ENFORCED 


Sapreme Court Overrules Effort te 
‘Have Fief Conferred on British 
Vassais Forfeited. 
COPENHAGEN, May %.—Proceedings 
in the German Supreme Court reveal a 
curfous attempt by Prince Lippe-Det- 
mold, ruler of the‘principality of Lippe, 
to enforce a mediaval feudal law against 
four ‘“‘vassals’’ who are at th® same 
time British subjects and sons of a de- 

ceased English Admiral. 

This petty sovereign in 199 con- 
ferred an estate upon two brothers, who, 
in accordance with feudal practice, 
swore ‘“‘to ward off evil to the Prince 
and princely land to the best of their 
ability and act against his interests 
neither in word nor deed.”’ 

The two brothers entered the British 
army on the otubreak of the war and 
the Prince endeavored to have their 
fief forfeited, but the court ruled that 
the feudal oath of fidelity was second 
to national obligation and that British 
vassals in serving as officers were 
bound thereto by duty to their country 
and laws of honor.
